MILITARY SERVICE from Court Records: 


This list of officers and soldiers of the Colonial 
wars, the war of the Revolution, and of the county 
militia, with accompanying brief abstracts, is made up 
entirely from original court records, mainly of Virgin- 
ja. These names, in the greater number of cases occur 
© elsewhere in various Government bureaus, in State Ar- 
S> chives, &., &C., but in the volumes now in the probate 
offices and the clerks! offices of the counties, are 
‘oceasionally found names omitted from official and ap- 
proved lists, probably becauso the service in which the 

Court signified belief, did not pass the higher author- 
ities, or for some other good reason was not officially 
recorded. Also, the large official volumes are often 
not available, and these brief and informal notes may 
be helpful, or at least interesting to manye 


The spelling of the names must be taken Mod. Libe"eee 
uniform spelling came slowly, the variations which have 
survived to our time are a study in themselves, and

* The State of Georgia had two or more land lotter- 
ies; the Editor is not familiar with the details of the 
legislation connected with the lotteries, or with the 
processes by which they were carried oute In the coun- 
ty courts there are lists of the persons entitled to 
draw in these lotteries; the Editor's recollection is 
that they are to be found in the offices of the Ordin-~ 
ary or Probate Judge. Those that the Editor examined 
were arranged (at least in one Court) in double columns, 
covering two drawings. The soldiers of the War of the 
Revolution and their widows, the Editor is informed, 
were entitled to make two drawings, and in that way 
can be identified, It was at one time published that 
all the persons listed as entitled to draw, were vet- 
erans of the war, This is not so.
